.,EFFERSON CITY, Feb. 28.— 
The six members of the Clay Com- 
mittee which recommended im- 
peachment of State Treasurer Lar- 
ry Brunk for “high crimes, misde- 
meanors and ‘misconduct in office,” 


were appointed last night by 
Speaker Nelson as members of a 
special committee created by the 
House to draw up the formal 
charges against Brunk. These 
charges become the articles of im- 


iby 


peachment when adopted and 
transmitted to the Senate. 
The appointments were made 


under a House resolution Wednes- 
day declaring “it is the sense of 


the House” that Brunk be im- 
peached. 
Members of the committee are 


Representatives Stanley P. Clay of 
Joplin, chairman; Willis H. Mere- 
dith of Poplar Bluff, N. M. Bradley 
of Warrensburg, Don (. Carter of 
Sturgeon, Democrats; Rush  L. 
Limbaugh of Cape Girardeau and 
George F. Heege of Kirkwood, Re- 
publicans. 

Speaker Nelson said the commit- 
tee probably would be ready to 
submit the formal charges to the 
House for adoption about Wednes- 
day. Members of Ahe committee 
said the charges probably* would 
conform to the 12 specific charges 
preferred by the Clay Committee 
in its report recommending im-? 
peachment. The charges made by 
the Clay Committee includeq an 
alleged conspiracy by Brunk with 
officers of the now defunct Bank 
of Aurora to deprive the state of 
interest on State deposits in the 
bank; an alleged conspiracy, with 
a Chicago bond firm which, it is 
charged, was favored by Brunk in 
connection with its sales of securi- 
ties to Missouri banks to be used 
as collateral for State deposits, as 
a résult of which Brunk is alleged 
to have received $10,000 as “a 
commission or a gift;"” that Brunk 
made a profit out of funds belong- 
ing to the State; that he accepted 
favors due to his official position 
which prejudiced the rights of the 
State; that he failed to make _ re- 
ports required by law and that he 
made alleged false reports: and 
that he was negligent in perform- 
ing the duties of his office.

POISON FROM THE SOIL 


Chemist on Stami for British 

Woman Accused of Murder 

of Two. 
By the Associated Press. 

LAUNCESTON, Cornwall, En- 
gland, Feb. 28.—Defense counsel in 
the trial of Mrs. Sarah Hearn for 
the murder of two women yester- 
day introduced the testimony of a 
chemist to establish the presence 
in the soil of Cornwall of the 
same poison which the State con- 
tends killed-Mrs. Alice Thomas, a 
neighbor of Mrs. Hearn, and Miss 
L.ydie Everrard, Mrs. Fearn’s sister. 

It exists in the soil in a natural 
State, the chemist testified. De- 
fense counsel said that examina- 
tions had been made of soil taken 
from the graves in which the two 
women are buried and he suggested 
the body might have absorbed the 
poison in the soil, thus throwing 
suspicion on Mrs. Hearn. 

The prosecution, however, said 
it would introduce expert testimony 
to establish that traces of the pol- 
son found in the bodies could not 
have been absorbed from the soil 
because in its natural state the 
poison was insoluble.
